Proclamation, intituled, A Proclamation prohibiting the vntimely 


bringing in of Wines. 


—hertas by Our pꝛotlamation giuen at Wanſtedthe eleuenth day of September, 
: in the eleuenth yeere of Dur Reigne of Great Britaine, France and Ireland. Wee did foꝛ 
| diners cauſes thereinerpzeſſed)p:ohibit and foꝛbid all perſons whatſoeuer aſwel 
| Qurnaturall bozne Dublects as Dentzens, either directly o2 indirectly , from 
l thencefoozth to vnſhip, diſcharge oꝛ lay on land any new wines of the growth ol 
France, at 02 in any Poꝛt, Hauen, Creeke, 02 other plate of Our Realme of England, 
and Pancipalitie of wales, oz to buy oꝛ receine any new-Wines ofthe growth orf 
| France, being bꝛought in by any others, vntill the firſt day of December next after 
— the date ofthe ſame P2oclamation,and ſo vntul the firſtdayof December yerely, 
vpon paine of our high diſpleaſure,andſuch penalties as by the Lawes ofthis Our Kealme might be 
inflictedon offenders in that behalfe. And whereas fo2 the moꝛe due execution thereof, We did further 
charge # command all Cuſtomers,Comptrollers,+other Officers of Our Poꝛts, to fozbeare to take any 
Entries ot ſuch new wines of the growth of France, that ſhould bee bzought into this Realme by any 
erſon oꝛ perſons whatſoener,vntilltheſaid firſtdayof December yeerely : Now, foꝛ that wee haue 
und by expertence, that Our laid P2oclamation (Which aymed onely at the refozmation of certaine a⸗ 
buſes and intonuenientes in the bꝛinging in of wines from France ( vntimely as Wee ſuppoled)hathnot 
taken that good effect Mee thereby expected, but that the Wines ofthe ſaid growth of France impoꝛted 
into this Kealme, haue not onely ſince that time (foꝛ the moſt part) pꝛooued wozle then befoꝛe, but alſo 
Pur Cuſtomes, Subſidies, aud Impoſtes foꝛ the ſame by meanes thereol haue been much leſſened and 
unpaired: Wee haue therefoze thought fit, that the ſaid Pzoclamation ſhould be no longer continued 
in koꝛte, but that the ſame,andeuery clauſe and inhibition therein conteined , be from hencefo2th dilton⸗ 
tinued and fully determined, to all intents and purpoſes. And Wee doe hereby notiſie the ſametoall 
Our Subiects t others whatloeuer. And We do further hereby publiſh x declare, that it ſhal and may 
be lawfull to and foꝛ all and euery perſon and perſons whatſoeuer, aſwel Our natural bozne Subiects 
as Dentzens, from hencefoozth yeerely and euery yeere, to vnſhip, dilcharge oꝛ lay on land, any new 
Wines ofthe growth ol france, at oꝛ in any Poꝛt, Hauen, Crecke, oꝛ other place within our Realme 
of England, and Pꝛintipality of wales, oz to buy oꝛ recetue any new wines ofthe growth of France, being 
bꝛought in by any others, aſwell bekoꝛe the firſt day of December now next comming, as at all and eue⸗ 
ry other time oꝛ times hereafter, without incurring any pame oꝛ penaltie foꝛ, oꝛ by reaſon of O ur ſayd 
P2oclamation, The ſame Pzoclamation,o2 any inhibition, reſtraint oz matter therein tonteined to the * 
contrary notwithſtanding ; And that all Cuſtomers,Comptrollers, andother Officers of Our Pozts 
to whom it ſhall appertaine, and all Farmers of the Cuſtomes, Subſidiesand Impoſts now being, 
and that hereafter ſhall be, and their Clerkes and Subſtitutes, ſhal and may lawfully make and take 
Entries of and foꝛ any ſuch wines of the growth of France, as at any time oz times, hereafter ſhall bee 
bꝛought into this Realme by any perſon o2 perſons; Our ſapd Pꝛoclamation oz any inhibitionchere- 


intonteined to the contrary notwithſtanding.
